I have come to Germany to

We in the United States have given considerable time and at- 
tention to these problems because upon their proper solution will 
depend not only the future well-being of Germany, but the future 


well-being of Europe. 


We have learned, whether we like it or not, that we live in one 
world, from which we cannot isolate ourselves. We have learned that 
peace and well-being are indivisible and that our peace and well- 
being cannot be purchased at the price of peace or the well-being 


of any other country. 

I hope that the German people 
will never again make the mis- 
take of believing that, because the 
American people are peace-loving, 
they will sit back hoping for peace 
if any nation uses force or the 
threat of force to acquire domin- 
ion over other people and other 
governments. 

In 1917 the United States was 
forced into the first World War. 
After that war we refused to 
join the League of Nations. We 
thought we could stay out of 
Europe's wars and we lost in- 
terest in the affairs of Europe. 
That did not keep us from being 
forced into a second World War. 

We will not again make that 
mistake. We thtend to continue 
our interest in the affairs of 
Europe and of the world. We 
have helped to organize the 
United Nations. We believe it 
will stop aggressor nations from 
starting wars. Because we be- 
lieve it, we intend to support 
the United Nations organization 
with all the power and resources 
we possess. . 

The American people want 
peace. They have long since 
ceased talk of a hard or a soft 

peace for Germany. This never 
has been the real issue. What 
we want is a lasting peace. We 
will oppose soft measures which 
invite breaking of the peace. 

In agreeing at Potsdam that 
Germany should be disarmed and 
demilitarized, and in proposing 
that the four major powers should 
by treaty jointly undertake to see 
that Germany is kept disarmed 
and demilitarized for a genera- 
tion, the United States is not un- 
mindful of the responsibility rest- 
ing upon it and its major allies to 
maintain and enforce peace under 
the law. 

Opportunity for Germans. 
Freedom from militarism will 

give the German people the op- 
portunity, if they will but seize 
it, to apply their great energies 
and abilities to the works of 
peace. It will give them the op- 
portunity to show themselves 
worthy of the respect and friend- 
ship of peace-loving nations and, 
in time, to take an honorable 
place among members of the 
United Nations. 

It is not in the interest of the 
German people nor in the in- 
terestof world peace that Ger- 
many should become a pawn or 
a partner in a military struggle 
for power between the East and 
the West. 

German militarism and Nazism 
have devastated twice in our gen- 
eration the lands of German 
neighbors. It is fair and just that 
Germany should do her part to re- 
pair that devastation. Most of the 
victims of Nazi aggression were 
before the war less well off than 
the Germans. They should not be 
expected by Germany to bear, un- 
aided, the major costs of Nazi 
aggression. 

The United States, therefore, is 
prepared to carry out fully the 
principles outlined in the Potsdam 
agreement on demilitarization and 
reparations. However, there should 
be changes in the levels of indus- 
try agreed to by the Allied Con- 


trol Commission if Germany is not 


to be administered as an economic 
unit as the Potsdam agreement 
contemplates and requires. 

Goal of Potsdam Agreement. 

The basis of the Potsdam agree- 
ment was that, as part of a com- 
bined program of demilitarization 
and reparations, Germany’s war 
potential should be reduced by 
elimination and removal of her 
war industries and the reduction 
and removal of heavy industrial 
plants. It was contemplated this 
should be done to the point that 
Germany would be left with levels 
of industry capable of maintaining 
in Germany average European liv- 
ing standards without assistance 
from other countries. 

The plants so to be removed 
were to be delivered as repara- 
tions to the Allies. The plants to 
be removed from the Soviet zone 
would go to the Soviet Union and 
Poland, and the plants to be re- 
moved from the Western zones 
would go in part to the Soviet 
Union, but in the main to the 
western Allies Provision was also 
made for the distribution of Ger- 
manv's foreign assets among the 
Allies. 

After considerable discussion, 
the Allies agreed upon levels to 
which the principal German in- 
dustries should be reduced to car- 
ry out the Potsdam agreement. 
These levels were agreed to upon 
the assumption that the indige- 
nous resources of Germany were 
to be available for distribution on 
an equitable basis for all Germans 
in Germany and that products not 
necessary for use in Germany 
would be available for export in 
order to pay for necessary imports. 

In fixing the levels of indus 
try, no allowance was made for 
reparations from current pro- 
duction. Reparations from cur- 


rent production would be wholly

Obviously, higher levels of in- 
dustry would have had to be 
fixed if reparations from cur- 
rent production were contem- 
plated. The levels of industry 
fixed are only sufficient to en- 
able the German people to be- 
come self-supporting and to 
maintain living standards ap- 
proximating the average Euro- 
pean living conditions. 

That principle involved serious 
hardships for the German people, 
but it only requires them to share 
the hardships which Nazi aggres- 
sion imposed on the average Euro- 
pean, a 

Way to Improve Lot. 

The German people were not de- 

nied, however, the possibiilty of 
improving their lot by hard work 
over the years. 
Industrial growth and progress 
were not denied them. Being 
obliged to start again like the 
people of other devastated coun- 
tries with a peacetime economy 
not able to provide them more 
than the average European stand- 
ard, the German people were not 
to be denied the right to use such 
savings, as they might be able to 
accumulate by hard work and 
frugal living, to build up their in- 
dustries for peaceful purposes. 

That was the principle of 
reparations we agreed to at Pots- 
dam, and the United States will 
not agree to the taking from 
Germany of greater reparations 
than was provided by the Pots- 
dam agreement, 

The carrying out of the Pots- 
dam agreement has, however, 
been obstructed by the failure of 
the Allied Control Council to 
take the necessary steps to en- 
able the German economy to 
function as an economic unit. Es- 
sential central German adminis- 
trative departments have not 
been established, although they 
are expressly required by the 
Potsdam agreement. 

The equitable distribution of 
essential commodities between 
the several zones, so as to pro 
duce a balanced economy 
throughout Germany and reduce 
the need for imports, has not 
been arranged, although that, 
too, is expressly required by the 
Potsdam agreement. 

The working out of a bal- 
anced economy throughout Ger- 
many to provide the necessary 
means to pay for approved im- 
ports has not been accomplished, 
although that, too, is expressly 
required by the Potsdam agree- 
ment, 

The United States is firmly 
of the belief that Germany 
should be administered as an 
economie unit, and that zonal 
barriers should be completely 
obliterated so far fs the eco- 
nomic life and activity in Ger- 
many are concerned. 

The conditions which now exist 
in Germany make it impossible 
for industrial production to reach 
the levels which the occupying 
powers agreed were essential for 
a minimum German peactime 
economy. Obviously, if the agreed 
levels of industry are to be 
reached, we cannot continue to re- 
strict the free exchange of com- 
modities, persons and ideas 
throughout Germany. The bar- 
riers between the four zones of 
Germany are Ir more difficult to 
surmount than those between nor- 
mal independent states. 

The time has come when the 
zonal boundaries should be re- 
garded as defining ‘only the 
areas to be occupied for secur- 
ity purposes by the armed 
forces of the occupying powers, 
and not as self-contained eco- 
nomic or political units. 

To Press for Unification. 

That was the course of develop- 
ment ,.visaged by the Potsdam 
agreement, and that is the course 
of development which the Ameri- 
can Government intends to follow 
to the full limit of its authority. 
It has formally announced that it 
is its intention to unify the econ- 
omy of its own zone with any or 
all of the other zones willing to 
participate in the unification. 

So far only the Britisk Govern- 
ment has agreed to let its zone 
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of their most urgent economic 
problems. 


So far as many vital ques- 
tions are concerned, the Con- 
trol Council is neither govern- 
ing Germany nor allowing Ger- 
many to govern itself. 

A common financial policy is 
essential for the successful reha- 
bilitation of Germany. Runaway 
inflation accompanied by econom- 
ic paralysis is almost certain to 
develop unless there is a common 
financial policy directed to the 
control of inflation. A program 
of drastic fiscal reform to reduce 
currency and monetary claims, 
to revise the debt structure and 
to place Germany on a sound fi- 
nancial basis is urgently re- 
quired. 

The United States has worked 
hard to develop such a program, 
but fully co-ordinated measures 
must be accepted and applied uni- 
formly to all zones if ruinous in- 
flation is to be prevented. A cen- 
tral agency of finance is obvious- 
ly necessary to carry out any such 
program effectively. 

It is also essential that trans- 
portation, communications and 
postal services should be organ- 
ized throughout Germany with- 
out regard to zonal barriers. The 
nation-wide organization of these 
public services was contemplated 
by the Potsdam agreement. 
Twelve months have passed and 
nothing has been done. 


Reich Needs All Its Food. 


Germany needs all the food she 
can produce, Before the war she 
could not produce enough food for 
her population. The area of Ger- 
many has been reduced. The 
population in Silesia, for in- 
stance, has been forced back into 
a restricted Germany. Armies of 
occupation and displaced persons 
increase demands while the lack 
of farm machinery and fertilizer 
reduce supplies. To secure the 
greatest possible production of 
food and most effective use and 
distr’bution of food that can be 
produced, a central administrative 
department for agriculture should 
be set up and allowed to function 
without delay. 

Similarly, there is urgent need 
for the setting up of a central 
German administrative agency 
for industry and foreign trade. 
While Germany must be prepared 
to share her coal and steel with 
the liberated countries of Europe 
dependent upon these supplies, 
Germany must be enabled to use 
her skills and her energies. to 
increase her industrial production 
and to organize -the most effec- 
tive use of her raw materials. 
Germany must be given a 
chance to export goods in order 
to import enough to make her 
economy self-sustaining, Germany 
is a part of Europe and recovery 
in Europe, and particularly in the 
adjoining states, will be slow in- 
deed if Germany, with her great 
resources of iron and coal, is 
turned into a poorhouse, 

No Prolonged Alien Rule. 
When the ruthless Nazi dictator- 
ship was forced to surrender un- 
conditionally, there was no Ger- 
man government with which the 
Allies could deal. The Allies had 
temporarily to take over the re- 
sponsibilities of the battered Ger- 
man state, which the Nazi dic- 
tatorship had cut off from any 
genuine accountability to the Ger- 
man people. The Allies could not 
leave the leaders or minions of 
Nazism in key positions, ready to 
reassert their evil influence at 
first.opportunity. They had to go, 

But it never was the intention 

of the American Government to 
deny to the German people the 
right to manage their own in- 
ternal affairs as soon as they 
were able to do in a democratic 
way, with genuine respect for 
human rights and fundamental 
freedoms, 
The Potsdam agreement, con- 
cluded only a few months after 
the surrender, bound the occupy- 
ing powers to restore local self- 
government and to introduce elec. 
tive and representative principles 
into the regional, provincial and 
state administration as rapidly as 
was consistent with military secur- 
ity and the purposes of the mili- 
tary occupation. 
The principal purposes of the 
military occupation were and are 
to demilitarize and de-Nazify Ger- 
many, but not to raise artificial 
barriers to the efforts of the Ger- 
man people to resume their peace- 
time economic life. 

The Nazi war criminals were 
to be punished for the suffering 
par brought to the world. The 
policy of reparations and indus- 
trial disarmament prescribed in 
the Potsdam agreement was to 
be carried out. But the purpose 
of the occupation did not’ con- 
template a prolonged alien dic- 
tatorship of Germany's peace- 
time economy or a prolonged 
alien dictatorship of Ge ~ 
internal political life. The Pots- 
dam agreement expressly bound 
the occupying powers to start 
building. & political democracy 
from the ground up. 

The Potsdam agreement did 
not provide that there should 
never be a central German gov- 
ernment. It merely provided 
that, for the time being, there 
should be no central German 
government. Certainly this only 
meant that no central German 
government should be estab 
lished until some sort of democ-

The Soviets and the Poles suf- 
fered greatly at the hands of Hit- 
ler’s invading armies. As a result 
of the agreement at Yalta, Poland 
ceded to the Soviet Union territory 
east of the Curzon line, Because 
of this, Poland asked for revision 
of her northern and western fron- 
tiers, The United Sttaes will sup- 
port revision of these frontiers in 
Poland’s favor. However, the ex- 
tent of the area to be ceded to 
Poland must be determined when 
the final settlement is agreed 


upon. 

The United States does not feel 
that it can deny to France, which 
has been invaded three times by 
Germany in 70 years, its claim to 
the Saar territory, whose economy 
has long been closely linked with 
France, Of course, if the Saar ter- 
ritory is integrated with France 
she should readjust her reparation 
claims against Germany.

CURIOUS PILOT FLIES

Dairy products were permitted 
to remain free from price control 
after public hearings prior to Aug. 
20. Thompson announced that the

turn of ceilings on milk. 

The Department of Agriculture 
today abandoned its policy of buy- 
ing unlimited quantities of relief 
wheat at former OPA ceiling 
prices and said it would purchase 
its needs in the open market, 
where prices currently are seven 
to 10 cents a bushel higher than 
the Government has been paying. 

Three products important in 
building and construction work 
were allowed higher ceilings in 
new actions by OPA. 

Gum turpentine, used as a paint 
brush cleaner, advanced 21% cents 
a gallon to $1.05 under a ceiling 
directed by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture to increase production. 

Ceilings also were adjusted up- 
ward on redwood lumber, pro- 
duced in the far west, and white 
and Norway pine lumber imported 
from the Ottawa valley of 
Canada. 

The redwood lumber was in- 
creased an average of $2.60 a 
thousand board feet, OPA said, 
to spur production of materials 
necessary for the national housing 
program.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6 (AP)— 
Reconversion Director John R. 
Steelman directed the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation today to 
maintain the sales price for 
natural rubber at 22.5 cents per 
pound until the end of the year. 

Steelman’s announcement said 
that when the world market price 
of rubber increased 3.5 cents per 
pound recently, his office was 
asked by OPA and the Civilian 
Production Administration to 
authorize RFC to maintain exist- 
ing domestic prices. The RFC 
purchases in foreign markets, 
through the Office of Rubber Re- 
serve, all the natural rubber used 
in this country, and controls do- 
mestic sales of natural and syn- 
thetic rubber.

The new tax rate proposed yes- 
terday, if adopted by the voters of 
the city, would make the new 
school tax rate $1.14 on $100 of 
assessed valuation and constitute 
one of the largest hikes in the 
history of the board. 

In making the proposal to the 
finance committee, Wiethaupt 
suggested that action on the re- 
port be deferred for 30 days in 
order to give board members time 
to study the matter. 

In event the board should ap- 
prove the rise, it would have to 
be submitted to a vote of the cit- 
izens and would require a two- 
thirds favorable vote before be- 
coming effective. While other 
school boards in the state may 
raise their tax rates to a max- 
imum of $1, the new Constitution 
froze this city’s tax rate at 89 
cents except upon a vote of the 
people, b 


Wiethaupt emphasized that the 


increase is necessary to balance 
the budget during the next four 
years at the present Jevel of op- 
eration and makes no allowance 
for the increased expenditures 
planned for the next five years to 
bring the system abreast of cur- 
rent educational needs.

For months thousands upon 
thousands of Germans have been 
streaming from beyond the Oder 
into the American and British 
zones under the impression that 
the eastern frontier was settled. 
The Poles themselves have been 
reported ousting many of these 
Germans and resettling Polish 
nationals in their places. 

Criticizes Control Council. 

In urging the early establish- 
ment of a central Germany gov- 
ernment, Byrnes declared that the 
four-power Allied Control Council 
“ so far as many vital questions 
are concerned, is neither govern- 
ing Germany nor allowing Ger- 
many to govern herself.” 

Byrnes also repeated the United 
States contention that Germany 
should be administered as an eco- 
nomic unit. 

“It is not in the interest of the 
German people nor in the interest 
of world peace that Germany 

. should become a pawn or partner 

in a military struggle for ‘power 
between the east and the west,” 
he said at one point. 

At another he said: “We do not 
want Germany to become the 
satellite of any power or powers 
or to live under a dictatorship, 
foreign or domestic.” 


Views on Self-Government. 


“All that the Allied governments 
can and should do is to lay down 
the rules under which Germany 
can govern itself,” he said. “The 
Allied occupation forces should be 
limited to the number sufficient 
to see that these rules are 
obeyed. ... 

“It is the view of the American 
Government that the provisional 
government should not be hand- 
picked by other governments, but 
should be a German national 
council composed of democrati- 
cally responsible minister-presi- 
dents or other chief officials of 
the several states or provinces 
which have been established in 
each of the four zones. , 

“Subject to the reserved au- 
thority of the Allied Control Coun- 
ci], the German national council 
should be responsible for the 
proper functioning of central ad- 
ministrative agencies, which 
should have adequate power to 
assure the administration of Ger- 
many as an economic unit, as 
was contemplated by the Potsdam 
agreement.” 

Says Nazis Must Go. 

Byrnes explained that the lead- 
ers and minions “of the ruthless 
Nazi dictatorship” had to go, and 
added: 

“But it never was the intention 
of the American Government to 
deny to the German people the 
right to manage their own in- 
ternal affairs as soon as they 
were able tc do so in a demo- 
cratic way, with genuine respect 
for human and fundamental free- 
doms.” ä 

The Secretary was especially 
eritical of the Allied Control 
Council because of its failure to 
achieve economic unification of 
Germany in accordance with the 
Potsdam agreement. 

He noted that of the other 
three occupying powers, only the 
British had accepted an Ameri- 
can proposal for merging eco- 
nomically the various occupation 
zones in Germany. 

“The time has come when the 
zonal boundaries should be re- 
garded as defining only the 
areas to be occupied for security 
purposes by the armed forces of 
the occupying powers, and not as 
self-contained economic or politi- 
cal units,” he said. 

“That was the course of de- 
velopment envisaged by the Pots- 
dam agreement, and that is the 
course of development which the 
American Government intends to 
follow to the full limit of its au- 
* thority. 

“Just because suffering and dis- 
tress in Germany is inevitable, 
the American Government is un- 
willing to accept the responsibility 
for the needless aggravation of 
economic distress that is caused 
by the failure of the Allied Control 
Council to agree to give the Ger- 
man people a chance to solve 
some of their most urgent prob- 
lems.” ö 

Byrnes said “millions of German 
people should not be forced to 
live in doubt as to their fate.” 

Observers noted with interest 
that Byrnes made a point of men- 
tioning that the United States had 
released “practically all” the Ger- 
man prisoners of war who were 
in America. 

During the political campaign 
being waged in the Russian-occu- 
pied zone in Germany, leaders of 
the Soviet-sponsored SED party 
(Socialist Unity party) have made 
political capital of the fact that 
Russia is releasing 120,000 German 
war prisoners. 

Byrnes said there was an urgent 
need in Germany for “fully co- 
ordinated measures” to develop a 
common financial policy; common 
, transportation, communications 

and postal services: and a central- 

| ly administered agency for in- 
| dustry and foreign trade, to avoid 
turning Germany “into a poor- 
| house.” 
Byrnes said security forces prob- 
' ably would have to remain in Ger- 
many “for a long period,” but that 
the American Government “does 
not believe that large armies of 
alien soldiers and of alien bureau- 
crats, however well motivated and 
disciplined, are in the long run 
the most reliable guardians of an- 
other country’s democracy.” 

He added, however, that the 
United States would continue to 
support measures necessary to de- 
Nazify and demilitarize Germany. 

“From now on,” he said, “the 
’ thoughtful people of the world will 
judge Allied actions in Germany 
not by Allied promises but by 
Allied performances.”

Most valuable single species in 
poirt of total returns last season 
was the muskrat, 212,269 pelts at 
fan average price of $2 bringing 
$424,538. Second biggest money- 
maker was the relatively scarce 
min-. Only 14,144 minks were 
taken, but their plets brought an 
average of $25.50 and a total of 
$360,672 to lalssouri trappers. 
| In number of pelts the muskrat 
harvest was up 22 per cent; the 
| mink harvest, 26 per cent. Con- 

servation Commission game men 
believe the larger mink take was 
due to the fancy prices rather 
than a corresponding increase in 
the mink population. 

The opossum stil held the nu- 
merical lead with 268,956 pelts 
passing throurh the fur markets, 
but at 75 cents each the return 
was only $201,717. The raccoon 
harvest was. up for the fifth 
straight year, with 53,347 pelts— 
21 per cent over the preceding 
season—bringing $135,367. 

Biggest declines. were in the 
gray fox, off 40 per cent in num- 
ber of pelts taken, and red fox, 
off 18 per cent.

But although the speech was 
primarily for German consump- 
tion, many parts of it were aimed 
simultaneously at Russia. Some 
were directed also at France and 
Poland. 

One section certain to cause 
surprise in some foreign capitals 
was that dealing with Germany’s 

eastern border. Byrnes made it 
plain the United States might op- 
pose Poland’s permanent claims 
to the former German territory 
it now holds provisionally under 
the Potsdam agreement. 

Poland has served notice it re- 
gards that territory as permanent 
compensation for the area it 
ceded to Russia in the east. 

If France had any hope of 
‘American support for its plan to 
detach the Ruhr and Rhineland 
permanently from Germany, 
Byrnes must have killed it, diplo- 
mats agreed. He said the United

entrust Germany with any real po- 
litical power. 

Byrnes emphasized the need for 
immediate creation of German cen- 
tral economic administrative agen- 
cies; called for “early” establish- 
ment of a provisional German gov- 
ernment under Allied control; and 
declared:

One of these men is known to 
have entertained and elicited con- 
fidences from two German Social- 
ists, H. Schlemmer and B. Goer- 
ing, in the period last fall when 
the Socialist party was struggling 
to avoid merger with the Com- 
munists. The two Germans, think- 
ing of their host only as an Amer- 
ican, spoke with considerable free- 
dom. The next day German Com- 
munists asked them why they had 
said what they did at this Amer- 
ican official’s table.

Episodes Merely ‘Symptoms. 

These foolish and sometimes 
shameful episodes were merely 
symptoms, The American Com- 
munists were for a time able to 


throw their weight about because 
American policy was deeply con- 
fused and the American people 
had not thought the German prob- 
lem through. That was the fun- 
damental difficulty. 

It is to that. difficulty, rather 
than underground influences, that 
our mistakes must in the last 
analysis be traced. 

All of those mistakes have, in 
one way or another, involved a 
failure to recognize that a strug- 
gle for Germany had begun with 
the end of the war. 

Therefore, we adopted a rigid 
de-Nazification policy, and let the 
Soviets hire the best men we 
threw out of jobs. 

Therefore, we adopted an infor- 
mation control policy wholly con- 
cerned with the crimes of the Nazi 
past, and without any realization 
of the meaning of the Soviet chal- 
lenge. 

Therefore, we inhibited the early 
growth of a strong labor move- 
ment, which evéntually must be 
the foundation stone of the free 
Germany of the future. 

Therefore, we let the Soviets 
cherish and bribe their servile 
German politicians while we de- 
nied the leaders of the democratic 
parties the transportation, publica- 
tion rights and other essentials of 
their task.

Now come the Russians. 

In line with Moscow’s global as- 
pirations, Russia has begun to 
make use of its prodigious knowl- 
edge about the western hemi- 
sphere, gathered by its diplomats, 
secret agents and fellow travelers. 

Russia’s first important blast 

against the unity of the Ameri- 
can nations came from Molotov 
in the San Francisco conference, 
when he opposed Argentina’s ad- 
mission to the United Nations. 
But when Argentina was ad- 
mitted, Moscow slipped into a 
new strategy. 
The Molotov - Ribbentrop pact 
of 1939 has shown the world that 
Moscow is prepared to play ‘a 
Machiavellian game in power 
politics. Her moralizing speeches 
against other nations are part of 
the window dressing. They figure 
as means to Russian ends. 

It has become clear that the 
strategic goal of Moscow was to 
break down our hemispheric 
unity. To that end it had to cast 
suspicion upon the United States 
and .wean friendly nations from 
us. Then it could move to, es- 
tablish a counterbase for Soviet 
power politics in this hemisphere.

Community Center Needed 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


In the same issue which carried your 
“St. Louis as She Stands,” 
lamenting the dearth of cultural activi- 
ty in St. Louis, there appears a brief 
article to the effect that Minneapolis, 
through its City. Improvement Associa- 
tion, is backing a new civic theater—a 
theater of, by and for the citizens of

that city. 


Until St. Louisans realize, as residents 
of Minneapolis apparently have, that 
there will be no new, progressive cul- 
tural activity in St. Louis until they 
decide to do something about the situa- 
tion, St. Louis will be compelled to con- 


tinue lamenting the “good old days.” 

Many groups in St. Louis have been 
aware of this for years, and have made 
conscientious, concrete efforts to reme- 
dy the situation, but have met with such 
apathetic response from the public that 
their ventures have not been successful. 
Most of these endeavors have attracted 
considerably more attention on a na- 
tional basis than they have in St. Louis, 
and in several cases have set a pattern 
for other communities. 

There is no community center in St. 
Louis where groups with varying inter- 
ests in creative effort might have access 
to adequate facilities for the expression 
of those interests. Existing groups have, 


of necessity, limited their program to. 


that phase of cultural activity which 
originally motivated the founding of the 
group, without opportunity for growth 

through expansion to related fields. 
Other groups in other cities have seen 
that need and have met the challenge, 
building civic centers out of compara- 
tively modest beginnings — Cleveland 
Playhouse, Indianapolis Civic Theater 
and Pasadena’s Playhouse are only three 
of such organizations. If St. Louis is to 
take its place in the cultural scheme of 
the United States, those people who are 
interested, economically and otherwise, 

must begin to support such a project.

“We will not again 
make that mistake,” Secretary Byrnes said. 

It is, of course, protestation, and not per- 
formance, and ultimately the integrity of our 
policy in Germany will be judged according to 
performance. But it is protestation to which 
the United States has committed itself so final- 
ly, in Mr. Byrnes’s Stuttgart speech, that this 
Government could not honorably withdraw from 
it. That should be sufficient guaranty to the 
German people that it is fixed policy and will 
not waver. 

First, Mr. Byrnes has taken the policy offen- 
sive in Germany from Russia and left Moscow 
on an uneasy defensive. Second, he has said 
to the German people, in an indictment rich 
with documentation, that the peace terms of 
Potsdam, hard as they were, were within reason, 
but Russia has made them hard beyond the 
bounds of reason by its interpretation of those 
policies in practice. | 

Russian policy in the Reich, the. Secretary 
makes clear, is, for all the fair words of the 
Kremlin, a negative and obstructionist policy. 
By taking reparations from current production, 
which Potsdam never intended, Russian policy 
is preventing Germany from producing enough 
to meet its own requirements and to leave 
enough over for export so that the state can 
again be self-sustaining. 

Instead of Russia's negative policy, Mr. 
Byrnes proposes a positive policy. The boun- 
daries of the fourth Reich must be settled for 
good. The integrity of the Reich, free from 
any color of dictation by a single foreign power 
—that means Russia—must be a cardinal tenet 
of Allied policy. 

The terms on which the Allies expect Ger- 
many to live must be made conclusive so that 
millions of people will no longer have to live 
in destructive uncertainty. of the future. Self- 
government must be set up. United States policy 
will be unremitting in its requirement that Ger- 
man military industry shall never again be re- 
established. But except for such little Hitlers 
as remain in Germany, is it not a program to 
which Germans can look with pride and hope? 

And the alternative? What if Russia refuses 
to end the dismemberment and reunite Ger- 
many? Or what if France does so, insistent on 
internationalization of the Ruhr and Rhineland, 
which Mr. Byrnes rejects, as well as the incor- 


* poration of the Saar, which the Secretary ac- 


cepts? 

Mr. Byrnes paints that realistic and forebod- 
ing alternative for Germany—and Russia (and 
France). Balkanization of a state that cannot 
really function except as an economic whole 
will continue to put ruinous obstacles in the 
way of production, distribution, finance, trans- 
portation, communications, industry and for- 
eign trade. 

No part of the alternative which Mr. Byrnes 
conjures up for Germany is likely to be more 
understandable or more intolerable to the Ger- 
man people than that in which he serves warning 
that indefinite continuance of the existing state 
of affairs can end only in sky-high inflation. 

The people of Germany are not likely to have 
forgotten the plague of inflation that wracked 
them in the early 1920s. They are not likely to 
thank any nation that lets them in for a repeti- 
tion of that experience. 

Secretary Byrnes's speech at Stuttgart is an 
example of the kind of diplomacy the United 
States needs a great deal more of. It is 
diplomacy that knows where it wants to go and 
means to get there. It is diplomacy in specific, 
understandable, and workable terms.

In one important respect the St. Louis Cir- 


cuit Court’s approval of Mike Stenson Jr. as a 
deputy sheriff is the worst of all its lapses in 
accepting Sheriff Dougherty’s nominations of 
barflies, bookies and men with criminal records 
as deputies. 

For in this instance the Court knew, as it did 


not know in other cases, Stenson’s record. They 


had obtained it by going to the police files for 
the facts. a . 

They found that Stenson had worked in 
Irving Lee’s handbook, that he had operated a 
handbook of his own, that he had been arrested, 
and that once he was seriously wounded in a 
mysterious shooting in which he deemed it pru- 
dent to withhold the name of his assailant, 
Knowing all this, the Court approved his ap- 
pointment to a post in which he will presumably 
have charge of petit juries, serve subpenas in 
criminal cases or call dockets. 

The Judges voted 11 to 3 to seat Stenson, with 
four Judges absent. The dissenting votes were 
cast by Judges Killoren, Koerner and Williams. 


Stenson was sworn in today in spite of the 
revelation of the ‘ugly facts and the court 
thus is guilty of a gross dereliction in soiling 
its auxiliary machinery by such an appointment. 

What it should do is to rescind the approval. 
The appointment impairs the prestige of and 
respect for the Court. The citizens of St. Louis, 
by adopting the new method of electing Judges, 
have removed the incumbents from dependence 
upon the party bosses, It is thoroughly incom- 
prehensible and intolerable that the Judges 
should not show enough gratitude to keep every 
part of the Court machinery above attack and 
above suspicion. 


A Case of Curiosity 
Most people will probably look with some ad- 


miration and a lot of astonishment at Richard 
C. Tanis, who has just retired after serving the 


State Department for many years as an expert 


on Mexico, but who-has never visited Mexico. 


Our own reaction is that we would like very 
much indeed to visit Mr. Tanis. What manner 
of man is he, to be so curious about knowledge 
of a subject, so incurious about the subject it- 
self? 

He has, to be sure, honorable precedent, 
Gerald W. Johnson, author of “An Honorable 
Titan,” the new biography of Adolph S. Ochs, 
never met the great publisher of the New York 
Times. Claude Debussy, who composed “La 
Mer,” never saw the sea. Best of all, there was 
George Bellows, the artist, who made the litho- 
graph entitled “Execution of Edith Cavell.” 
When Mr. Bellows was asked whether he had 
been at the execution, he said, no, he hadn't, 
and he understood Leonardo da Vinci hadn't 
been at the Last Supper, either. 

Perhaps the truth is that it is true of in- 
tellectual curiosity, as it is of taste, that there 
is no dispute concerning it. It is not bound to 
follow a set pattern, and it is not bound by the 
limits of personal experience. Mr. Tanis's career 
is a tribute of tributes to the library, even if 
the library’s gain is the science of transporta- 
tion’s loss.

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Lichfield, a Job for Congress 


A congressional investigation of the United 
States Army’s Lichfield replacement depot scan- 
dal, as proposed by Senator Revercomb, is very 
much in order. 

The Army spent more than six months on 
the trials and then exonerated itself by the re- 
markable finding that no one was really re- 
sponsible for the concentration-camp brutalities 
that went on at Lichfield, England. 

There was no doubt that American soldiers 
under the authority of American soldiers were 
kicked in the body, forced to stand with nose 
and toes against a wall for long periods of time, 
struck with clubs. Twenty soldiers testified 
to it. 

These are grave offenses and should have 
received grave punishments. Instead, they re- 
ceived punishments more suitable to a charge of 
driving while drunk or visiting a gambling house, 

Col. James A. Kilian, former commander of 
the Lichfiéld hell-hole, was found guilty of per- 
mitting the brutalities “unknowingly,” whatever 
that means, and was fined $500 and repri- 
manded, Maj. F. Richard E. Lobuono, former 
provost marshal at Lichfield, was convicted of 
permitting the brutalities knowingly and was 
fined $200. 

The Army, in other words, didn’t do any bet- 
ter job of the court-martial than it did of Lich- 
field. Since it has defaulted on meting out 
proper punishments and on proposing measures 
which will prevent any recurrence of the inhu- 
manities practiced at Lichfield, there is nobody 
left to do the job but Congress: Senator Rever- 
comb’s suggestion should be adopted, and Con- 
gress should conduct an investigation that will

WORLD MONOPOLY AND PEACE, by James $. Allen. 
(international Publishers, New York.) 


This book is supposed to be a survey of 
world monopolies—their growth during the 
war and their possible effect on the future 
peace, It could have been such a book. Mr. 
Allen has the facts and figures, and he 
could have written an objective, hard-hit- 
ting book. What he has written is a twisted 
and heated attack on capitalism, per se, 
with a sugary defense of socialism, as 
represented by Russia. 


It is quite true, as Mr. Allen states, that 
the skirts of American and British indus- 
try have not been too clean in the past. 
Cartel agreements with Germanys LG. 
Farben monopoly and financial backing of 
the large Japanese trusts went a long way 
toward preparing the Axis powers for their 
war, perhaps just as much as our timid 
foreign policy in the 308.

It is, in fact, doubtful whether 
this continent has ever seen a 
more closely knit propaganda 
campaign than the one which 
Toledano spearheaded. It found 
expression in the New Tork Daily 
Worker and in every Communist 
paper south of the border (except 
in Brazil). 

There were resolutions from 
Chile on copper workers, and 
blasting condemnation of the Ar- 
gentine dictator, Col. Juan Peron, 
in Ghioldi’s Communist paper in 
Buenos Aires. 

The Communists appeared to 
present a united front for de- 
mocracy in Argentina. 

On Feb. 12, 1946, our State De- 
partment’s Blue Book on Argen- 
tina came, indicting the Buenos 
Aires generals and high officials. 
Despite these efforts, on Feb. 24, 
Col. Peron was elected president 
of Argentina by a vote of three 
to one. But did Moscow laud the 
State Department for its stand? 

Not at all. Here is the payoff: 

Suddenly a howl of “moral” dis- 
gust and indignation against 
American “interference” with Ar- 
gentina came from Communists 
all over the hemisphere. 

The Moscow party line did a 
sudden about face and the To- 
ledano campaign became a tac- 
tical play in a larger game. In

The Communist paper La 
Hora ‘urged all workers to unite 
under Peron’s leadership, The new 
foreign minister, Dr. Juan Cooke, 
against heavy Catholic opposition, 
began to lay the groundwork for 
Argentine-Soviet diplomatic re-

But where was Toledano? Again 
he was in Moscow, as a delegate 
to the conference of the World 
Federation of Trade Unions. On 
June 7, 1946, he promised that if 
Argentina’s new president would 
live up to his promises, Latin 
American workers would “salute

So the Soviet Union's year of 
victory has included a major tri- 
umph in the western hemisphere. 
On The Bandwagon. 
Britain soon sent a first class 
trade mission to see that Russia 
did not do permanent harm to 
British trade interests and capital 
investments in Argentina. 

The United States announced 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York would unblock Argentine 
gold, frozen since August 1944, 
amounting to $600,000,000.

Pittsburgh has had a turbulent 
season in which the Pirates have

And from time to time, too, 
it has been difficult to determine 
whether Bob Murphy or Frank 
Frisch managed the Buccos. But 
for all their internal strife, the 
Pirates have bothered the Cardi- 
nals considerably. .

Pittsburgh has won eight of 18 
games from the Redbirds, includ-| ¥ 


ing the last two contests the Cards 
lost. And Heintzelman, with two 
victories fewer than he owns de- 
feats, has beaten the league lead- 
ers three times. 

So behind Johnny (6-5) Beazley 
tonight, the Redbirds will have to 
give the Pirates and Heintzelman 
the same treatment that last night 
broke Johnny Schmitz's spell and 
extended the club’s winning streak 
to four games. The lefthanded 
Schmitz, who had beaten the 


Cardinals three times without de- 1 


feat, failed to finish the third 


inning. 

And the Redbirds, continuing 
their clubbing against two of four 
other Chicago pitchers, gained a 
10-to-1 triumph before 25,003 spec- 
tators. 


Eight Out of Last Ten. 


The necessity for victory is ap- 
parent, especially since Brooklyn 
won't play today, thereby giving 
Dyer’s team an opportunity to add 
a half game to its advantage. The 
Cardinals have won eight of their 
last 10 starts, but the dogged 
Dodgers are only two lengths 
back. 

The Redbirds have done more 
than that, actually, for they have 
won 17 of their last 21 games, 
28 of the most recent 38, and if 
they had hit as in the four con- 
tests of their present victory skein, 
that impressive record would be 
even more brilliant. In their last 
four games, you see, the Cards 
have scored 32 runs on 49 hits. 

Four of these tallies and six of 
those safeties were registered 
against Schmitz, who. previously 
exercised his own double-whammy 
over the Cardinals. Last night, 
however, the tall southpaw was 
just another Chicago pitcher to 
the Redbirds, and Chicago hurlers 
—save for Schmitz—have been as 
easy to hit as Tony Galento. As 
a result, Charley Grimm’s Cubs 
have been beaten 11 of 16 times 
they have played the Redbirds. 

The Cubs do all right against 
the rest of the league, as witness 
their third-place position. But ex- 
cept that a pennant won't flap 
atop the flagpole at Wrigley Field 
next spring, this might be 1946 all 
over again.

“MAGNOLIA”—SHORT SHORTS

PLAN REPORTED TO GIVE JAP 
STATE ALL IMPERIAL PROPERTY 


TOKYO, Sept. 6 (AP)—Kyodo 
news agency today reported that 
all imperial property, including 
land, estates and bonds, will be 
transferred to the State in ac- 
cordance with the Emperor's ex- 
pressed wish and a stipulation in 
28 projected new constitu- 
tion. 

Kyodo said the Imperial House- 
hold Ministry reported the State 
thus will agquire 3,240,000 acres 
of land, the imperial palace, three 
imperial villas and three detached 
palaces. 

However, Higashiyama library 
in Kyoto and Shoso in repository 
in Nara, where imperial treasures 
of olden times are deposited, will 
be maintained as _ hereditary 
estates. The imperial museum and 
peers school, managed by the im- 
perial household, will become in- 
dependent and will operate on 
their own funds.

HERE are few families that do not have skeletons in the 

closet. Secrets the family feel to be a great disgrace are 

kept from the children. Love longs to protect its own. But 
there is no secret on earth because someone always knows and 
is likely to tell. Some folk get much pleasure out of another’s 
grief. Again, love longs to protect its own but the best protec- 
tion is the truth. 

A shared sorrow becomes a stong bond between suffering 
souls. When the children are old enough, not measured by 
time but by understanding, tell them the truth. By doing so 
you protect them against the meanness of the talebearer; you 
establish communication between you; and you strengthen 
the bonds of affection.

OTH city and farm women like 

to make at least a few jars of 

of dill pickles at this time of 
year because this variety of pickle 
is a gre: favorite. Sometimes 
women complain that after mak- 
ing them successfully for years 
and years that suddenly their luck 
has been snatched away. As a rule 
when this happens, there is noth- 
ing wrong with the method, but 
with the cucumbers themselves. 
Cucumbers that do not develop 
normally should be shied away 
from when good dills are the goal. 
Better make up some India relish 
or bread and butter pickles with 
these less perfect cucumbers. Fer 
dills, choose crisp, good shaped 
cucumbers that have just been 
picked from the vines. Wash them 
in cold water without any rub- 
bing to remove the dirt. That 
frosty looking bloom on the cu- 
cumbers should never be removed 
in washing because it evidently 
holds some of the valuable lactic 
acid bacteria which are necessary 
for the natural fermentation of 
these pickles, 

Pack them immediately in the 
clean jars with dill and pour brine 
ta come up at least a half inch 
over them. Then these jars should 
just have the lids screwed on in 
place but not down tightly. This 
allows an opening for the escape 
of gas whlch is a natural product 
of fermentation. But jars. should 
be set in --~e clean out of the 
way place in the shade and where 
the temperature does not rise 
much r 65 degrees and left to 
stand there undisturbed for at 
least 3 weeks.

ö Dill Pickles. 

Seven pound cucumbers (about 
three and one-half inches long), 12 
stalks fresh dill, one pint vinegar, 
one cup salt, two and one-fourth 
quarts water, 12 green gaye 
leaves. 

Wash cucumbers thoroughly in 
two or three cold waters. Pack 
vertically in clean, sterilized quart 
or half-gallon jars, leaving enough 
space in the top of jar for dill 
and grape leaves. Remove any 
damaged leaves and the oo 
from the dill. Fold up compactly 
and stuff one stalk down between 
pickles and one in top of each jar 
to fill up the space above pickles. 
Stuff in folded grape leaves. Heat 
vinegar, salt and water just to 
boiling; cool, then pour over pic- 
kles, filling jars to one-fourth inch 
from top. Make sure that liquid 
covers both the dili and the leaves. 
Seal, store in cool dark piace; Pic- 
kles will be edible in three to four 
weeks. Makes six to seven quarts.

Panfry chicken livers (cut in 
pieces) in butter or margarine. 
Broil or panfry steaks first on one 
side, then on the other and sprin- 
kle with salt and pepper. Place 
on hot platter and cover with 
chicken livers. Add to fat in pan, 
butter or margarine, boiling wa- 
ter, half a bouillon cube and when 
dissolved pour over steaks.
